Members 
said he suggested restoration of the 
tax on closely held corporations 
which was stricken out by the

McGill was reported to have said 


the treasury was "pretty well satis- 
fied" with other 
corporate provi- 


sions of the bill, including the re- 
vised undistributed 
surplus 
and 


capital gains taxes. 


In the senate itself, debate pro- 


ceeded on the government reorgan- 
ization bill. The house took up, 
meanwhile, the billion-dollar naval 
expansion program. 


A house labor subcommittee set- 


tled down to writing a new wage- 
hour bill after listening to other 
congressmen express their views on 
the subject for more than a week, 


Ready in Week 


Chairman Ramspeck (D-Ga.), ex- 


pressed belief a bill would be 
ready for the full committee with- 
in a week. He declined to predict 
what form the new bill would take 


Chairman Harrison (D-Miss.) ol 


the senate finance committee saic 
he believed there was "no disposi- 
tion" on the part of • the senate 
committee to revive the surtax on 
closely held corporations. 


Senator Vandenberg (R-Mich.), a 


member of the committee, said he 
understood the treasury hoped to 
obtain- $5,330,000,000 revenue under 
the bill but experts believed it was 
$20,000,000 short in its present form 


Informed senators predicted con- 


servatives and administration forces 
would engage in a showdown fight 
over 
how far 
tax modification 


should be carried in an effort to 
stimulate business. 


Urges Changes 


Chairman Harrison (D-Miss.) of 


the finance committee asserted that 
capital gains provisions of 
the 


house bill should be revamped and 
that the undistributed profits levy 
should 
be eliminated instead of 


modified. 


Harrison also mentioned as possi- 


bilities reduction of the higher sur- 
tax rates on individual incomes and 
a broadening of the tax base, but 
said he could "give no one any en- 
couragement" 
that 
these steps 


would be taken. 


Senator LaFollette (P-Wis.), an 


administration supporter and a fi- 
nance committee member, said he 
would urge amendments to increase 
the present scale of surtax rates 
and to lower income tax exemptions. 
These would bring about 1,400,000 
new taxpayers under the income 
levy. 


Would Cut Exemptions 


LaFollette would cut from $1,000 


to $800 the personal exemption al- 
lowed single individuals. The ex- 
emption for married persons would 
be whittled from $2,500 to $2.000. 


"I have always contended." La- 
Follette said, "that the federal gov- 
ernment should pursue a thorough- 
going program of graduated taxa- 
tion strictly in accordance with the 
taxpayer's ability to pay." 


The tax bill is one of the big is- 


sues remaining before 
congress. 


Most members expect adjournment 
between June 1 and 15, but Demo- 
cratic Leader Barkley of the senate 
held to his earlier forecast of May 
15. 


Three major bills—farm, housing 


and emergency relief—have been 
passed. Several appropriations bills 
are moving toward enactment, and 
Barkley said he was hopeful of sen- 
ale action this week on the "ad- 
ministration's government reorgan- 
ization bill.

is inviolable; no one can 


shatter it!" 


Hitler 
apparently 
had not in- 


tended to speak until tomorrow, 
when at 11 a. m. he will address 
Vienna and the German world 
from the Heroes* square. But the 
crowd that called him again and 
again to the balcony of his hotel 
suite would not be denied. 


"German compatriots," he began 


his impromptu speech, "I have felt 
in the last few days all the emo- 
tions which noiv stir you. 


"This has been an historical 


change and the entire German peo- 
ple feel your emotion*. 


"Not 2 million people in one city 


but 75 million people in one nation 
are stirred to the depths of feeling 
which you now are demonstrating. 
I am deeply stirred by this historic 
change. 


"You all live up to your oath, all 


of you from Kocngisburg to Ham- 
burg and down to Vienna, you do 
so in deepest devotion." 


Vienna —m— Fully a million 


shouting, flag waving Viennese in 
a state of mad frenzy today greeted 
Adolf Hitler on his entry into the 
capitol of the German state he has 
absorbed into his expanded German 
rcich. 


Entering the city limits at 4:50 


p. m. he rose standing in an open 
automobile through six and a half 
• i 
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sevelt asked congress today to set mlles o£ the streets o£ tfie old 
up a joint committee to study the

. Los Anjeles—At a lunch in Kansas City lately the speaker, a Mr. Col- 
lins, told of a-man standing at a bar who tore out of the place and ran 
for home when a voice at the door cried, "McGuire, your house is on 
fire." 


"He had run six blocks." Mr. Collins said, "before he suddenly dug his 


heels into the ground, skidded to a stop and said.

slaves of habit in thought, and I use his story to open 
the question of red-baiting and ask why reds or com- 
munists of various shades enjoy an immunity which 
is not given the members of any other political faith 
and which the reds themselves allow to nobody who 
disagrees with them.

would have to lose 120 seats. But as 
an example of what can happen, it 
is interesting to recall that under 
President Hoover the Republicans 
lost fifty-one seats between 1928 
and 1930 and with it the control of 
the House. A loss of fifty seats in 
the autumn would still leave the 
President with a large paper ma- 
jority. Bnt it would destroy his 
leadership, already seriously under- 
mined. For by an almost invariable 
rule of American politics, a decisive 
change-in the complexion of the 
House at the mid-term election pre- 
sages a change of party at the suc- 
ceeding Presidential election. The 
loss of fifty seats this 
autumn 


would be interpreted by all politi- 
cians as the warning signal to sepa- 
rate their own fortunes from that of 
the Administration.

No President Will Be . 
Popular In Depression 


That this notion has already be- 


gun to take hold in Congress is in- 
dicated by the action of the House 
in voting a drastic amendment of 
the tax bill. Mr. Arthur Krock was 
certainly right, it seems to me, 
when he pointed out yesterday that 
Representatives facing election in 
the autumn would not rebel against 
the President at this time if they 
did not feel that his course was 
leading them to personal disaster. 


The Congressmen know 
that 


what destroyed the Hoover majori- 
ty was the collapse of the prosperi- 
ty which existed when Mr. Hoover 
was elected. They know that a se- 
vere depression 
will invariably 


ruin the party in power, and that 
the controlling factor in American 
elections is whether the times are 
g_ood or bad. All other considera- 
tions are secondary and incidental. 
When times \vere good in 1928 the 


careful inaction of Calvin CooUdgi 
was extremely popular. When times 
were good in 1936 the audacious ac 
Vvity of Franklin D. Roosevelt wa 
extremely popular. I do not mean 
to be cynical when I say that any 
President will be popular in a boom 
and that no-President will be pop 
ular in a slump. For the behavio 
of American voters in the mass i 
not determined by personalities 
theories, programs, but by the ac 
tual consequences as they appea 
in their own daily living. A sever< 
depression means a political change

There's No Program 
For Curing Depression 


Now the present depression is se 


vere, and nothing has as yet oc 
curred and nothing is as yet pro 
jected which promises to overcome 
this depression within the next few 
months. The President himself be 
haves like a man who will not ad' 
mit to himself that his luck will not 
hold and that he is in the midst o: 
hard times that threaten to become 
worse. Though it is contrary to his 
temperament, since the early au- 
tumn he has in fact been as inac 
tive as Mr. Coolidge and as hesi- 
tant as Mr. Hoover. 


There is no New Deal program 


for mastering the current depres- 
sion, and for months ttie strange 
thing about Mr. Roosevelt's famous 
brain trust, is that its brains have 
stopped working, the curious thing 
about his vaunted leadership is tha 
he does not lead. The characteristic 
attitude of the President has been 
entirely negative. He has been un- 
willing to fight for his own favor- 
ite measures and he has been gen- 
erally opposed to every one's else 
measures. His policy since October 
has been one of masterly inactivity 
to do nothing, to reiterate his olc 
slogans, to trust to luck, and to hope 
that happier days will soon be here 
again. 


This is enough to give any Con- 


gressman from a close district a bac 
case of the jitters. For if he aban- 
dons the President, he may lose the 
abundant favors which the Ad- 
ministration can dispense; and i: 
he clings to the President, the Con- 
gressman may be defeated by the 
depression,

And on the 
crucial matter of taxation, tlie con- 
cern of the President is

wholly' with catching tax avoid«>rs 
and with dissipating large incomes 
and not in the least with the en- 
couragement of investment and en- 
terprise. 


If only the President would per- 


mit himself to see that in order to 
find the wealth for his social pur- 
poses he must encourage men to 
produce wealth, the ultimate tri- 
umph of the New Deal would be 
assured. But it would seem that 
Mr. Roosevelt likes his grudges 
more than his ideals. 
He would 
rather punish his enemies than real- 
ize his promises. He is more de- 
voted to his feuds than to his pro- 
gram. And he comes very near to 
acting like a man who would rather 
destroy his opponents than save 
himself. 


For on his present course he is lit- 


erally jeopardizing the whole suc- 
cess of his Administration, and risk- 
ing a political catastrophe in order 
that he 
may 
stand implacably 


against the business men he so 
much dislikes. It is the policy of 
rule or ruin, and one need not be 
surprised to note the worried look 
on the, faces of his friends.

witnesses has been Yagoda, former head 
of the secret police, who himself sent hun- 
dreds of Russians to their death—perhaps 
too'many for the present comfort of his 
masters. Tales told by him regarding the 
death of Maxim Gorky and others who 
died years ago, apparently from natural 
causes, would be laughed out of court by 
an American jury, in spite of their grue- 
someness. The witnesses themselves tes- 
tify, recant and then withdraw their re- 
cantation, evidently under mental stress 
that it would take a psychologist to ex- 
plain. Sometimes they act as if drugged 
or hypnotized. 


Here is a nation capable of real great- 


ness, fallen into a state of abject slavery 
to autocrats who seem determined to elim- 
inate, on whatever pretext, all indepen- 
dent and liberal leadership.

•3. It will be attended year after 


year by the same sort of disputes 
in which it now is involved. 


TVA vs.* Utilities 


None of the three directors of 


the TVA.ever has argued that the 
project should be held up, nor 
has any substantial wing of Con- 
gress. That, in brief, disposes of 
point number one. 


As to number 
two, when 600 


miles of low-cost river navigation 
are opened up to connect a vast 
inland empire with the ocean by 
way of the Mississippi, and when 
power is supplied at low cost to 
big and little projects alike, in- 
dustry is likely to move in, par- 
ticularly when it can expect at 
least lor a time, to benefit by low 
cost southern labor. 


As to number three, the dispute 


which involves Congress, the Pres- 
ident. Commonwealth and South- 
ern corporation, and the two fac- 
tions on the TVA board, is funda- 
mental. It hinges largely on the 
extent to which the government 
shall direct the use of the power 
developed Irom its string of dams. 


At the outset of TVA, Common- 


wealth and Southern, headed by a 
Hoosier lawyer, Wendell L. Will- 
kie, decided to fight it out to pre- 
vent government power invading 
its m a r k e t s lor 
electricity in.

For the beginning bird 
student the best book to own is one 
which lists all the common birds 
found in his neighborhood, illus- 
trated with good colored pictures. 


When I began my own bird study 


the only book I had access to was 
the one volume our grade school li- 
brary contained, "Bird-Life," 
by 


Frank Chapman (D. Appleton 66). 
For a small, one-volume book it is 
unusually complete and its treat- 
ment of the subject matter is both 
interesting and satisfactory. My on- 
ly complaint against it is that there 
aren't enough, pictures for the be- 
ginner, who often relies solely on 
pictures for his identification needs. 


Books Are Inexpensive 


Most of the requests I have had 


called for inexpensive books. Noth- 
ing could be more inexpensive than 
the set of three "Birds of America," 
published by the Whitman com- 
pany of Racine. Wis. These three 
called "The Red Book," "The Green 
Book," and "The Blue Book." are 
small handbooks which can be pur- 
chased at a very low cost. Nearly 
150 birds are described in this set 
and each bird is shown in color. 


Until two years ago these were 


the only bird books I owned. When 
"Birds of America." edited by Pear- 
son and published by the Garden 
City Publishing company, appeared 
I purchased it and have 1 een won- 
dering ever since how I ever got 
along without it. This immense vol- 
ume, 
which had 
been 
published 


previously in an expensive three- 
volume set. lists every bird found 
on the North American continent. 


Good colored pictures of nearly 


every bird mentioned in the book 
are contained in the 106 colored 
plates drawn by Louis Agassiz Fu- 
eretez. Of special value to me were 
the notes in small type preceding the 
discussion of each bird. These notes 
covered such topics as other names 
for the birds, a detailed description 
of the plumage, the nest and eggs 
and the distribution of each species. 


Pictures Well Placed 


Many times I have made use of 


the notes on "Distribution" when a 
doubtful species was reported to 
me. The opening .chapters in the 
book deal with their conservation, 
outdoor bird study and bird mi- 
gration. Besides the colored plates 
the book contains hundreds of pho- 
tographs of nest and eggs of various 
birds, and drawings in black and 
white of various species in flight 


Recently I had the opportunity 


to see the two-volume set of bird 
books published"by the National 
Geographic society. Although the 
reading matter devoted to each bird 
is much less than that in "Birds of 
America," these books have several 
things to recommend them. For one 


thing, the picture of each bird ap- 
pears opposite the page on which it 
is discussed, eliminating the search 
for the picture when "reading up" 
on a certain bird. 


The complete set is arranged in 


the manner in which the different 
sections were published in The Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine. An- 
other thing which will recommend 
it to bird students is the fact that 
the birds are listed according to the 
revised A. O. U. checking list. 


For the bird student who is fairly 


well along in his studies but who 
would like to learn how to recog- 
nize birds quickly without having 
to note every detail. I can recom- 
mend Roger Tory 
Peterson's "A 


Field Guide To Birds" (Haughton 
Nifflin company). 
This book is 


practically all pictures, showing 
birds in the positions most ofen 
noted in the field. For instance, a 
full page of hawk pictures 
are 


shown, the birds pictured as we 
would see them flying over us. The 
variations in size are shown and 
the markings of the under-side so 
that they can be recognized in that 
'most familiar position. 


Glasses Are Help 


Another book which I 
enjoy 


reading is ArtHur A. Allen's "Book 
of Bird Life" 
(D. Van Nostrand 


company). This book is most use- 
ful' if you wish to know which birds 
to look for in various types of hab- 
itat. The author includes hundreds 
of little known facts about 
the 


home life of birds. 


Frequently I am 
asked, 
"Are 


field glasses or binoculars neces- 
sary for the study of birds?" They 
are not necessary but they are of 
great help. If you have infinite pa- 
tience and plenty of time you can 
get to know birds as well without 
glasses as with them. 


The solitary bird hunter, espe- 


cially the feminine one, will find an- 
other use for field glasses. Before 1 
had mine I was often embarrassed 
by having a farmer stop in his 
work of plowing and stare at me. 
wondering. I suppose, what I found 
so interesting in the corner of his 
field or in the top of a tree. Now 
I merely turn my field glasses to- 
ward a certain tree or shrub and 
the farmer keeps on with his plow- 
ing. 
- ' 


In your bird studying, keep to 


places which are public or where 
you know you are 
welcome. 
If 


there are "No trespassing" signs 
posted in a tempting wood. Ret per- 
mission from the owner before ex- 
ploring it.

I never heard of a home gardener 


who didn't want to grow roses . . . 
and yet I know lots of folks who 
think they can't. But roses are not 
hard to grow; you yourself can 
have them in your own garden . . 
easily!

Such items as tinsel, yarns, silk 


chenille, shellac, hooks and fly- 
tying tools can be purchased at 
your local department store and 
sports shop. In fact, many fine fly- 
tying kits are now on the market 
that offer everything needed by the 
most discriminating fly-tying artist, 
from imported hooks to bronze tur- 
key wing feathers. 


Fly-tying, of course, takes a cer- 


tain amount of practice before a 
well tied and accurate fly can be 
built Every angler who enjoys 
such work 
finds it an excellent 


hobby during the long winter eve- 
nings, and before the new season is 
open in the spring there are usually 
a number of new ci cations ready 
for presentation to the trout and 
bass. 


Acquire a Kit 


Before the beginner starts his fly- 


tyins activities he should first ac- 
quire a fly-tiers kit so that all the 
items necessary for the work can 
be easily located and handled con- 
veniently. The many kinds and col- 
ors for feathers," hackle, 
yarns, 


chenille and other dressings re- 
quire a kit with many compart- 
ments, 
or a large compartment 


where small boxes can be stored. 
The ordinary cardboard box which 
casting plugS'come in is a fine con- 
tainer for feathers. Each kind 
should be placed neatly in indi- 
vidual boxes and labeled so that the 
worker can 
quickly locate 


what he wants.

Ar.d you can grow 
them there, if you'll just follow 
these simple rules. 
Firsi of all, consider the soil 


Roses prefer a bit of clay, but that's 
not absolutely necessary. But i; 
must be fairly well drained. Make 
this easy test: dig a hole about a 
foot and a half deep and fill it 
with water. If the water is gone 
within a reasonable time, drainage 
is satisfactory. If the water stands 
for a long time, you'd 
better dig 


down a couple of feet and put in a 
six-inch layer of gravel, or better, 
cinder^. 


Select Varieties Carefully 


Now, as to what varieties of roses 


you should try to grow, you'd bet- 
ter consult a reliable nursery in 
your own vicinity. Be sure he gives 
you hardy varieties; field-grown 
stock two years old is best. 


You can plant rosc_s either early 


in the fall or early in the spring, 
but I've had better luck 
with 


spring planting, myself. Only be 
sure it's really early—just as soon 
as the ground is workable and 
danger of frost is past. Dig holes 
plenty wide and deep enough to 
spread the roots out well. Cover 
the plants with soil to at least an 
inch above the first crotch, mix a 
complete plant food into the soil 
around them, and water them thor- 
oughly. 


Pruning is most important with 


roses. When planting them, take a 
sharp knife and remove all bruised 
or decayed roots. Then, when the 
roses are in the ground, cut out all 
but five or six canes, and 
cut 


those five or six back to about six 
inches long. Cuts should be made 
slant wise, just above a bud. You 
have tc be ruthless about pruning 
roses—it's removing the unneces- 
sary wood that gives you larger 
blossoms and more of them. 


As a rule, established roses do 


better if you cut them way back 
every spring. One exception to this 
rule is bush roses, which only need 
to have some of the older wood 
thinned out. Rambler and climbing 
roses should be pruned in late sum- 
mer, after they've finished bloom- 
ing. 


Don't Starve Roses 


Caring for roses through the sum- 


mer is no trick at all. Just cultivate 
them to keep weeds out, and when 
you water them give them a thor- 


ough soaking. Cut the flowen : 
ularly. using a sloping cut Boat 
take all the stem; leave about tw» 
Inches. 


About 
keeping

•liv* 


through the winter . . . don't totem 
them right up to the end of the sea- 
son. Stop cultivating thera and 
feeding them early in the fall, and 
don't water them so often. That 
way they'll slow down and become 
dormant before they freeze. Then 
cover them to keep them frozen. 
Alternate freezing and thawing i* 
what kills roses—and other things, 
too! 


One more thing you have to re- 


member, if you're going to grow 
roses successfully. Roses are heavy 
feeders; they're constantly drawing 
quantities of food from the soil 


The experienced fly-tier already 


knows the correct patterns and 
how to build them, having learned 
the color combinations from books 
on the subject and from personal 
contact with his list of favorite flies. 
A good idea is to purchase a cou- 
ple dozen authentic artificial flies 
from 
your local 
sporting goods 


dealer, taking care to label each in- 
dividual fly, or place them in small 
envelopes with the correct name 
and color reference, kind of dress- 
ing and hook, marked plainly on 
the container. Then it is always 
possible to copy any standard pat- 
tern without difficulty. The factory 
tied fly is also a good example to 
work from as the amateur fly-tier 
can then compare his work with 
that of the professionally tied crea- 
tion. 


Don't become discouraged if you 


discover that you do not possess 
lingers that arc nimble enough to 
build a well tied fly upon your first 
attempt Fly tying can really be 
classed as an art and there is cer- 
tainly plenty of delicate work nec- 
essary before a perfect artificial fly 


made. Perhaps that's why the 


arge fly manufacturers employ 
'eminine help to build the thou- 
sands of tiny artificial flies that 
'race the display cases of the na- 
.ions sporting goods stores. We all 
:now that the feminine hand and 
'ingers are more nimble and grace- 
ful than the hand of the average 
male. 


However, don't let that worry 


you, for I have male friends who 
can tie as beautiful an artificial fly 
as ever dangled from a gut leader. 
't is largely a matter of the skill of 
lie individual and his ambition to 
:ie flies well and accurate. Even 
a crudely tied fly will attract fish, 
so perhaps it is not necessary to 
dwell upon a finely finished pro- 
duct, but rather on the color com- 
bination accuracy, and the sturdi- 
ness of the home made artificial 
fly.Fly-lying is really a sport in it- 
self. We know of a party of north-

"With a silent prayer that my 


trap would not backfire on me and 
leave me exposed to the derision of 
my opponents and the vituperation 
of my partner, I bid three spades! 
West promptly 
passed, and 
my 


partner did likewise. East, the wolf 
for whom the trap had been laid, 
rushed in as though he srnelled 
fresh meat. He snapped out four 
hearts' in a tone that was a nice 
blend of confidence for his own 
course and contempt for my feeble 
attempt to shut him out. I tried to 
keep my face straight as 1 doubled. 
There was no further bidding, and 
I opened the spade king. 


"East's face underwent a rapid 


transformation when he beheld the 
dummy, 
particularly 
the 
four 


spades which so unaccountably ap- 
peared. When my partner followed 
to the first trick, thus marking 
my preemptive bid to have been 
based on a four card suit, I was 
almost afraid that East was going 
to bite me. I snickered and led the 
spade queen. On this trick partner 
signaled with the jacl of clubs. I 
next led the spade ace, and then a 
low spade. 
My partner was pal- 


pably bewildered at the number of 
spades held by declarer, but this 
did not deter him from following 
my orders and ruffing the fourth 
spade. When declarer followed to 
this round also, my partner joined 
me in a hearty giggle. A diamond 
was returned. East tried the fines- 
se, which lost to my king. 


"By this time I had gotten a pret- 


ty fair count of declarer's original 
holding and, not wanting to be end- 
played in the trump suit, I led a low 
club instead of the ace. North won 
and, reading my mind, -returned a 
trump. Declarer played the nine 
and I the ten. I returned a dia- 
mond. Now declarer had to come 
to me in trumps, and I had the club 
ace as an exit card to insure my 
making all four trumps.

we took ten tricks and the juicy 
score of 2,000 points.

me into places none of them would 
ever had dared to go without ine.

"Where are we going?" 
"Down stream, Tuan. We are go- 


ing home."- 


"Have we fought today?" 
"No. Tuan; there is no more 


fighting now. There has been no 
fighting for four days. But for lour 
days you have been talking to the 
Kamangs." 


"How many 
villages 
did 
we 
take?" 


"Tuan, we took them all." 
"All? I don't understand you." 
"Their big village was the last. 


We carried you as we went into it 
with our parangs. Two of us carried 
you because you could not walk. 
You were dead. Your eyes were 
dead, but Kamangs were looking 
out through your dead eyes. Those 
you.looked at ran into the jungle; 
we know that they died later. The 
Kamangs were everywhere, help- 
ing us. We could hear them all 
around us in the air." 


After a little while I asked. "How 


many men are left?" 


"Tuan, four tens and one." 
All at once I was filled with pity 


and sorrow, and a terrible humil- 
ity. I had well earned the name of 
The Bloody Tuan. If I worked for 
these people all my life, I would 
never be able to repay the bloody 
debt I had made in the name of the 
White Rajah. 


Because of the current, my weary 


paddlers were able to make fast 
time to the mouth of the Tomar- 
rup. In the bow of my bankong was 
a tall pyramid covered with mat- 
ting. It had been been built there 
while I was unconscious of what 
went on around me: and it was a 
pile of heads. The other four praus 
carried similar cargoes of trophies. 


I hated those pitiful mounds, and 


would have done anything to get 
rid of them, but there was nothing 
I could do. To these Dyaks the 
heads 
meant 
prestige, 
honor, 


wealth; they meant the admiration 
of women, and the homage of men. 
All the rewards and necessities of 
war for, which white men fought 
were represented for these people 
in those trophies, and 
in them 


alone. 


The number my Dyaks had taken 


was so unprecedented that they 
could not 
believe their 
victory 


themselves; and when the circum- 
stances of the campaign were con- 
sidered, the effect could hardly be 
exaggerated.

I was regaining part of my 


strength now. and I was terribly 
anxious to get back to Balingong. 
Yet I stopped my praus at the mouth 
of the Tomarrup to give my pad- 
dlers rest. Privation and the fatigue 
of the long strain had so weaken- 
ed them that I dared not take to the 
open sea; and now for two days 
they slept.

21 sea Dyaks, most of them Teny- 
along, came driving into the delta 
of the Tomarrup at last, and the 
word that it brought from Baling- 
ong set us instantly upon the sea.
